CHAPTER 107.

EXPENSES OF MINE INSPECTORS.
8. F. 202.

AN ACT amending section two thousand four hundred eighty-two (2482), supplement to
the code 1907, relating to the expense of mine inspectors.

Be it enacted by the Gemeral Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Secrion 1. Expenses and supplies—how paid. The law as it appears in
section two thousand four hundred eighty-two (2482), supplement to the code
1907, is hereby amended by adding thereto after the period following the
word ‘‘duties’’, at the end of said section, the following:

““The costs and expenses of the office of the mine inspector other than at
the ecapitol, including rental, telephone, office supplies and necessary fixtures
shall be paid for by the state, and the bills audited and allowed by the executive
council, who shall direct a warrant to issue therefor. The bills for current
expense shall be presented monthly and shall not exceed the sum of fifteen
dollars ($15.00) per month for each inspector, whose office is maintained at
a place other than at the capitol.”’

CHAPTER 108.

INSPECTION AND TEST OF ILLUMINATING OILS.

S. F. 449.

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section twenty-five hundred and five (2505)
supplement to the code, 1907, as amended by chapter one hundred and forty-seven (147)
acts of the thirty-third general assembly, relating to the inspection and test of all il-
luminating oils kept for sale or sold within this state.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. 0Qil rejected—when. That the law as it appears in section twenty-
five hundred and five (2505) supplement to the code, 1907, as amended by
chapter one hundred forty-seven (147) acts of the thirty-third general as-
sembly, be and the same is hereby amended by striking from the seventh line
of section twenty-five hundred and five (2505) supplement to the code, 1907,
the figures ‘“105’’ and inserting in lieu thereof the figures 100’
